The upper or meatiest part 
of the shoulder should be cut off, 
the pocket filled with a savory 
bread and sage stuffing then sewed 
or skewered for roasting. This may 
be cooked at once or tightly cov- 
ered and stored in your refriger- 
ator until the second. day, The 
meat on the lower part of “thé 
shoulder of shank should be cut 
into 1-inch cubes and used for to- 
day’s recipe: ~ 

Saute 1 pound veal cubes until 
lightly browned in 2 tablespoons 
butter and seascn well with salt 
and pepper. Cook 1 package nood- 
les in boiling, salted water until 
tender, drain and rinse in cold 
water. Combine with the veal and 
place in a greased casserole. Pour 
in the contents of a No: 2 can of 
tomatoes that have been well- 
seasoned and heated with 2 table- 
spoons butter. Cover and bake 1 
hour in a moderate oven. 

Cheese Roll 

Combine 2 cups cooked, left-over 
rice with 1 cup grated cheese, 1 
beaten egg, 2 cup chopped pea- 
nuts, salt, pepper: to season and 
‘nough milk to moisten. Shape 
und roll in buttered, dry bread 
crumbs. Lay on a greased baking 
oan and: bake in a moderate oven 
for 25 minutes. Transfer to.a hot 
olatter and sepve at once with a 
spicy. tomato 'sayce. Stuffed olives 
and parsley make a nice garnish.
